WASHINGTON, March 23.—Sec- 


retary of State Stimson stated to- 
day, in a letter to the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, that he 
believed the revised protocol for 
American adherence to the World 
Court “fully accepts” the Senate’s 
reservation against advisory juris- 
diction by the Court. 

The Secretary's declaration, read 


to the committee by Chairman Bo- 
rah, immediately provoked a 
storm of debate in the executive 
’ session, and it was decided to ask 
Stimson to appear for questioning. 

Johnson (Rep.), California, an 
opponent of the Court, declared 
after the session that “the Secre- 
tary’s statement is at variance with 
what he has said heretofore.”’ 

The committee is sharply divided 
over whether the revised protocol 
which Elihu Root helped to frame 
amply safeguards the reservation 
voted by the Senate in 1926 to pro- 
hibit the Court from rendéring an 
advisory opinion in matters in which 
America is concerned, without first 
obtaining the consent of this Gov- 
ernment. The other Powers never 
accepted this reservation and the 
revised protocol was drafted. 

Stimson’s Statement. 

Secretary Stimson, who was un- 
able to appear before the commit- 
tee today because of a cold, ended 
his letter to Senator Borah with 
the following statement: 

“By joining, we incur absolutely 
no liabilities, except the insignifi- 
cant liability to pay our share of 
the Court’s expenses, while, on the 
contrary, we gain a power to ex- 
ercise our influence not only in the 
choice of the Judges of the Court, 
but in its methods of procedure as 
well, which we do not now have. 

“Never before was the world in 
greater need of the orderly develop- 
ment of internationa] rules of con- 
duct by the wise method of judi- 
cial decision, which we Americans 
are-so well acquainted with in the 
development of the common law 
of this country. 

“We have delayed long in avail- 
ing ourselves of that opportunity. 
I seriously hope that we will now 
assume the privileges and the re- 
sponsibility of taking a part in that 
growth in the future, , 

Refers to Root’s Explanation. 

“So far as this protocol is <on- 
verned, I can add nothing to the 
clear exposition of its history and 
meaning which its author, Mr. 
Root, gave to your committee a 
year ago. 

“T concur with him that the pro- 
tocol fully accepts the five reserva- 
tions of the Senate resolution of 
1926, and ‘thereby imposes the ju- 
risdictional restriction upon the 
World Court as to advisory opin- 
ions which was sought by the f.fth 
reservation of the Senate, 

“That fifth reservation, on its 
face, was directly addressed to the 
Court; not to the Council or the 
Assembly which requests opinions 
but to the Court which renders 
them, 

“Its language was ‘that the Cort 
shall not render any advisory opin- 
ions except’ upon the terms laid 
down in the reservation. 

“When by the consent of the 
various nations embodied in the 
toot protocol it became a part of 
the statute creating the court, it 
eonstituted a statutory restriction 
of jurisdiction.” 

Chairman Borah said: “Many 
members of the committee were 
not satisfied with the secretary’s 
letter. Indeed, it was contended 
that it led to confusion. It was 
decided to await the pleasure vo! 
the Secretary of State to ask him 
some questions. We will proceed 
48 s00Nn as the Secretary is able.”

LIVINGSTON BULL DIES; 
NOTED ANIMAL PAINTER 


Naturalist, Explorer and Tax- 
idermist Succumbs at 57 
to Old Injury.

ORADELL, N. J., March 23.— 
Charles Livingston Bull, animal’ 
painter, naturalist, explorer and 
writer, died at his home yesterday 
from an injury suffered years ago. 


He was 57 years old. 

Bull was a friend, associate and 
adviser of many explorers. He went 
with William Beebe on a trip 
through Mexico, Central America 
and South America. 

As taxidermist at the National 
Museum in Washington, he mount- 
ed some of the late Theodore 
Roosevelt’s collection. Roosevelt 
often sought his advice. 

Bull was at one time taxidermist 
in Ward’s Museum in Rochester. 
For years he was closely associated 
with the Boy Scouts of America, 
and his name is inscribed on the 
“big game honor list’’ of the Camp- 
fire ‘Club of America. 

He drew animal covers for many 
magazines, wrote anima: stories, 
won honors with his paintings. 
helped organize the Department of 
Picforial Publicity during the war 
and was partiy responsible for the 
work of bird banding as an aid to 
the study of migratory bird habits.

Vigorous Inquiry Ordered. 

A vigorous official investigation 
of the shooting will be started im- 
mediately by University authori- 
ties, President Walter Williams an- 
nounced today. 

“College pranks,’’ Dr. Williams 
declared in a forma! statement this 
morning, “are indefensible when 
they degenerate into lawlessness. 
The incident culminating in the 
tragic occurrence of last night are 
most regrettable. 

“University students have no spe- 
cial privileges to violate the law 
or the decencies of social inter- 
course. On the contrary, they have 
special obligations to obey the law 
and to keep inviolate the decencies 
of social intercourse. 

“The university will not tolerate 
either as manifestations of college 
spirit or collegiate rivalry such ac- 
tions on the part of its students. 
Those guilty of transgressing the 
laws of the university will be sum- 
marily dealt with. 

“There will be prompt investiga- 
tion of all the facts and prompt ae- 
tion taken dependent on these facts. 
The university must protect itself 
against undesirable and unworthy 
members of the university com- 
munity. This is an obligation that 
it owes to other students and to so- 
ciety and the State. Violations of 
the State’s law will properly receive 
punishment that the State’s Courts 
impose.”

WEDLOCK TO TURN 
‘STATE’ EVIDENCE 
IN BERG KIDNAPING 


With This Understanding 
He Is Permitted to Plead 
Guilty and Take 25-Yeag 


Sentence. 


The State’s case against Paul A. 
Richards and George Peak, charged 
with kidnaping for ransom in the 
Alexander Berg abduction case, 
has been strengthened by the 


change of front of Curtis Medlock, 
who was permitted to plead guilty 
yesterday with the understanding 
he would testify against them. 

Medlock entered his plea in the 
midst of selection of a jury before 
which he was to have been tried. 
Sentence was fixed at 25 years in 
prison on recommendation of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller, who told Cir- 
cuit Judge Ossing that Medlock 
had given the State valuable infor- 
mation against the other defend- 
ants. r 

Circuit Attorney Miller declined 
to elaborate on that statement, but 
it was Jearned that one of the con- 
ditions under which Medlock was 
permitted to plead guilty was that 
he would testify as a State’s wit- 
ness against both Richards and 
Peak, 

That Medlock will testify at the 
coming trials was indicated defi- 
nitely this afternoon when the 
State indorsed his name on the 
indictment as a witness. 

Medlock, a principal in the kid- 
naping of Berg, had already made 
a confession to the police of his 
part in the crime. Whether the 
information he has given to the 
State connects Richards and Peak 
directly with the plot, as his police 
confession failed to do, the Circuit 
Attorney declines to say. 

With Medlock’s plea, four of the 
six defendants in the kidnaping in- 
dictment have been convicted of 
pirticipation in the crime, two by 
pleas of guilty, two by verdicts of 
trial juries. 

Charies Heuer, leader of the 
kidnapers, is awaiting sentence of 
99 years in prison, fixed by a jury, 
and Edward Barcume is to be 
s.ntenced to 25 years, also fixed 
by a jury. Charles Tucker, who 
has been a State’s witness in the 
trials, has pleaded guilty but 
sentence has been. deferred. 

Barcume’s attorneys, Verne Lacy 
and Howard Sidener, filed a mo- 
tion for a new trial this afternoon 
citing 61 alleged errors. The mo- 
tion is patterned after one filed 
in behalf of Heuer, which has not 
yet been ruled upon by the Court, 
and most of the alleged errors re- 
late to the admissability of testi- 
mony given by the State’s wit- 
nesses. 

In addition it is charged that all 
of the jurors were influenced by 
the Lindbergh kidnaping and that 
the posting of police and deputy 
sheriffs at the courtroom doors 
created the impression in the ands 
of the jury “that this was an un- 
usually vicious and desperate Ge- 
fendant.” ~ 

One of the jurors, the mot:on 
states, referred to the Lindbergh 
kidnaping in conversations with 
other members of the jury, telling 
them that he had children of his 
own and that if one of them should

Harland Barthdlomew, engineer 
of the commission, reported the 
partial findings to the commission.

Bartholomew discussed the prac- 
tice of spot zoning, which planners 
regard as objectionable.

The com- 
mittee has been looking into: the 
possibility of obtaining straight 
natural gas for general use in St. 
Louis. The Laclede Gas Light Co. 
is preparing to serve a mixture of 
natural and manufactured gas at 
rates slightly less than existing 
rates for manufactured gas. 

Cleveland is served with natural 
gas and Cincinnati with a mixture, 
the rates in both cities being some- 
what lower than those proposed 
for St. Louis.

Dr. Harris E. Moss, Carbondale 
physician who attended Beérs when 
he was a patient at Holden Hospi- 
tal during January, testified that 
the former pastor appeared sane 
in everything except mora] matters, 
but was, “morally insane.” Cross- 
examining the wituess Beers asked 
whether the doctor thought a man 
was “moraliy insane” because he 
loved a woman. Dr. Moss said he 


‘| thought the minister’s lack of em- 


barrassment indicated moral in- 


sanity. 

The Rev. Dr. W. H. Whitlock, 
superintendent of the East St. Louis 
district of the Me iodist Church, 
testified he had known Beers for 
15 years, and that until a year ago 
he was one of the best ministers in 
his dis:-ict.

The anti-prohibition move is part 
of the campaign of the wet advo- 
cates to get Congress on record. 
They want the Senate recorded as 
definitely as the House before the 
next campaign begins. This seems 
satisfactory to everyone except 
some few, anxious not to meet the 
issue. ’ 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican leader, signed the peti- 
tion circulated by Senators Tydings 
and Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, 
for a roll call vote on repeal reso- 
lutions, but with the understanding 
that it was simply to give opportu- 
nity for a record vote, and did not 
commit him to a wet position.

Smithsonian Explorer Discov- 
ers Brazilian Story of 
Fall of Man. 
Ly the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—A 
/ Brazilian Indian version of the fall 


J of man, in which an Indian “Eve” 


was tempted by. a serpent and 
brought sin in‘- the world, was dis- 
closed foday by the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

The legend, part of tke creation 
tradition of the Keresan Indians of 
the Rio Grande country, was re- 
ported’ by Dr. C. Daryll Forde ef 
the University of Wales, who stud- 
ied the Indians under auspices of 
the Smithsonia.,, 

The first persons were two wom- 
en, Iatik and Naotsiti, according to 
the Indian story. They were cre- 
ated in a dark place underground 
by a god called Utctsiti. When he 
helped them get nbove the ground, 
the two women quarreled as to 
They agreed 
finally that the one on which the 
sunrise first fell would rank first. 
Iatik stole a marc. on her sister 
by sending a raven to shade Naot- 
siti with his wings so the first rays 
would fall on herself. Iatik’s skin 
was tinged by the sun and she be- 
came red. Naotsiti remained white. 

Naotsiti was lonely and listened 
to the serpent, which tempted her 
to seek companionship with the 
rainbow. She bore two children as 
a result of her alliance with the 
rainbow. 

This made the god Utctsiti angry, 
as he had had other plans for pop- 
ulating the world. He refused to 
go ahead with his plans, and as a 
result sin and death were brought 
into the world. 

Later Naotsiti went away with 
one of her children and became 
the mother of the white race, while 
Iatik adopted the other child and 
founded the Indian race.

Ambassador Claudel, in Talk Here,

Comment on War Debts.

GOOLIDGE OPPOSE 
TAXING. SUCCESS 
TO ENDOW FAILURE 


Excessive Levy on Capital 
Finally Brings Distress, 
Former President Says in 
Article in Magazine. 


Discussing the national budget 
problem in his article, “Debts and 
Taxes,” «in this week's Saturday 
Evening Post, former President 
Calvin Coolidge says in part: 

“Scarcely anyone questions the 
necessity of some increase of tax 
rates and the imposition of new 
taxes by the National Government 
to pay the present deficit. But it 
seems apparent that such remedy 
ought only to be for the existing 
emergency that must be met to 
protect the public credit. The na- 
tion has the resources to provide 
for such action, and they must be 
used. But the only permanent 
remedy, the only relief for high 
taxes, is a reduction of public ex- 
nenditures, Such a reduction must 
be made. 

“The time has come for a combi- 
nation, on a nonpartisan basis, of 
wage earners and business men for 
their mutual protection. They need 
to be organized, alert and vocal. 
Then the Congress and other bodies 
will listen. 

“The yearly outlay (national, 
state and local) of the country is 
at the rate of about $30 on each 
$1000 of property. Such a burden 
leaves capital without a fair re- 
turn and comes dangerously near 
the line of a capital tax or confis- 
cation. 

“A capital tax can be applied in 
an emergency for a short space of 
time, but it cannot be applied in- 
definitely, because it destroys all 
the power to pay it. 

“High Taxes Cause Distress.” 

“The people at large do not see 
the indirect tax and have been de- 
ceived by the pretense that they 
paid no part of the high-rate in- 
come taxes. In both cases the re- 
sult was the same; they thought 
someone else was paying the high 
cost of government. They listenea 
to the claim that the few were be- 
‘ing taxed for the benefit of the 
‘many. When the time came, as it 
, Was sure to do, that the few found 
| the high taxes could no longer be 
| added to the cost of production, the 
many found themselves out of 


| work. 


creasing their distress. While there 
were other causes for business de- 
pression, high taxes was an impor- 
tant one and is one of the main 
hindrances to a revival. 

“Another consequence of this 
| method of taxation was the rapidly 
shrinking national revenue and con- 

sequently large deficit. The taxes 
‘were laid on uncertain and rapidly 
fluctuating seurces. Big incomes 
were greatly reduced and small in- 
comes were exempt. The result was 
loss of revenue at a time when it is 
a great burden to increase it. More 
attention will have to be given to 
broadening the base of-the tax 
structure and seeking sources of 
revenue which do not shrink so rap- 
idly as large incomes. 

“Wealth Not Intrenched.” 

“Not long ago there was a public 
announcement that it was proposed 
to place the additional tax burden 
on intrenched wealth. Judging 
hastily this suggestion and consid- 
ering its source, it might be sup- 
posed it was intended to get most 
of the needed revenue from the 
very rich. The difficulty with that 
suggestion becomes apparent with 
a little thought. 

“In the first place we do not have 
a sufficient number of very rich

people who could contribute any- 
where near enough from their in- 
comes to meet a deficit of $2,000,- 
000,000 without far overrunning the 
line of confiscation. It may be pos- 
sible and legal to confiscate under 
the powers to tax, but it can. be 
done but once.

Y. M. C. A. and Community Fund. 
T. the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

: OK the third time, the Supreme 
EF Court of Missouri has ruled that the 

three Y. M. C. A. hotels in St. Louis 
are not in fact charitable institutions, but 
commercial enterprises, and as such are 
subject to the usual taxation. Some of 
us are wondering how many more deci- 
sions are necessary to convince the Com- 
munity Fund directors that such institu- 
tions have no claim to general commu- 
nity support. The annual budget of the 
Y is one of the largest of all the agencies 
{n the Community Fund, but in addition 
to this the fund directors have contrib- 
uted approximately $200,000 for its taxes 
alone, since the first Supreme Court de- 
cision was handed down. The taxes, | 
believe. amount now to nearly $30,000 
annually. In my opinion, the fund direc- 
tors ure subject to sharp criticism for 
coutinuing their support of these insti- 
tutions in view of the court decisions. 
They might with equal logic give aid to 
the niany other hotels in St. Louis that 
are in financia! difficulties. 

In a recent letter from Alfred Fair- 
bank which appeared in this celumn, it 
was urged that, because of the generous 
support given by all classes to the Crisis 
Fund, the Catholic and Jewish charities 
would improve their status by pooling 
their agencies with the Community Fund. 
In my opinion, this argument is illogical 
and | helieve that these groups would be 
fll advised in even considering such a 
course under existing conditions. Until 
the Community Fund directors realize 
that they are not merely representative 
of the agencies, but that they are in fact 
trustees for the contributors, with the 
obligation to distribute their funds solely 
upon the basis of community needs, they 
can hardly hope for the full confidence 
of the community. 

Huge budgets for the support of Y 
hotels and funds for such agencies as 
the Church Federation are not easily jus- 
tified, especially in these times of desper- 
ate need. While the Church Federatiun 
$s carrying on a modest charitable pro- 
gram, even where the work is worth 
while it is largely duplicating the efforts 
of other agencies tar better equipped. 

It is perfectly apparent that any or- 
ganization of a political, sectarian or 
controversial character should be fi- 
nanced by the particular groups inter- 
ested. ‘ 

When the Community Fund is brought 
to concern itself with the community as 
a whole, and when the favored and pow- 


1932 AND THE POWER ISSUE. 

| Since 15 United States Senators and 22 Represen- 
tatives are upon record as believing that the power 
issue will dominate the next presidential election, it 
becomes increasingly likely that this quadrennial! 
dérby in the United States may become in 1932 some 
thing more than merely tinkling cymbals and sound- 
ing brass. 

To say that there is no Power Trust and that pow: 
er is not a political issue is equivalent to saying that 
we cannot collect surtaxes beyond a point in the 
upper brackets, or that the high tariff is responsible 
for the American standard of living. 

There is a Power Trust, or an aggregation of great 
corporations amounting to one, and the power issue 
is so lively that it more and more disposes in loca] 
elections to wipe out party lines. The widespread 
franchise raids at the expense of the people, the dif- 
ficulties of regulation and the mounting schedule of 
power rates, have incensed the people. 

When we add to these causes of irritation the finan: 
cial legerdemain of the power industry, its corrup- 
tion of public servants, its control over legislators 
and its infusion of propaganda fnto the schools, we 
have a state of affairs that cannot always. be quieted 
by such political paregoric as the people swallowed 
in the presidential campaign of 1928. 

The power records of all candidates for the presi- 
dency are under the closest scrutiny. Mr. Hoover's 
attitude is, ot course, well known. He is on the side 
of the great corporate interests, and he brands the 
popular side of the power issue as socialism. He 
did this in his campaign for the presidency, and when 
he reached the White House he consistently practiced 
what he had preached. — 

It goes without saying that the 15 Senators and 22 
Representatives who assert that power will be the 
big issue of the next presidential campaign are not 
for Mr. Hoover. They know that he will veto the 
Muscle Shoals bill as often as it is put up to him. 
They also know that he will pack and control the 
Federal Water Power Commission. 

In the absence of anything but the two major 
parties up to this time, the question is therefore as 
to the Democratic candidates for the presidency. 
The National Popular Government League has gone 
into the power records of all those aspiring to the 
Democratic nomination. It gives only Gov. Roosevelt 
a clean bill of health. It disqualifies Newton D. Bak- 
er on the score that he has in private practice lent 
both his great reputation and his recognized legal 
ability to an effort to break down the Federal water 
power law. 

Gov. Ritchie the league puts squarely upon the side 
of the Power Trust, and that is where he belongs. 
The public utterances of the Maryland Governor ac 
count for a: feeling that if Mr. Hoover cannot be 
elected the Power Trust will try to nominate and 
elect Gov. Ritchie. 

Senator Norri& of Nebraska is the leader of the 
anti-power forces in the United States. He has val- 
uable allies in Gov. Pinchot of Pennsylvania, Gov. La 
Follette of Wisconsin, and other able opponents of the 
high-handed practices of the great power corpora- 
tions: but only Senator Norris bends the bow of 
Ulysses. 

He supported Gov. Smith in 1928 upon the power 
issue. He has said that if the Democrats do not 
nominate Gov. Roosevelt this year he will, if one of- 
fers himself, support an independent candidate for 
the presidency. He will not support Mr. Hoover. 

Under the circumstances, it is fair to ask what the 
power policy of Gov. Roosevelt exactly is. We have 
given him full credit for his water power fight in New 
York. Nevertheless, we have pointed out that the 
water power fight in New York has never gone to a 
point which means very much. If the State is going 
to spend $171,000,000 for hydro-electric plants on the 
St. Lawrence River, and is to leave distribution of

THE SYMPHONY AND THE MUSICIANS. 

The St. Louis Symphony orchestra has just con- 
cluded the ‘most prosperous season in its history, a 
fact which becomes doubly significant when consid- 
ered against the background of these melancholy 
times. Some part of the increased attendance must 
undoubtedly be attributed to the magnetism exerted 
by the new conductor, Vladimir Golschmann. But 
there is a certain justification for the belief that a 
growing appreciation of music as a cultural necessity 
may have had something to do with it. 

In any case, the directors of the orchestra are ex- 

erting every effort to make the season of 1932-33 even 
more successful. Toward that end, a campaign is 
now being organized for the purpose of selling every 
seat in the Odeon. 
As a prelude to this campaign, the orchestral man- 
agement has sought to cut down the inevitable dif- 
ference between income and disbursement by a smal] 
increase in the prices of season tickets and by reduc- 
ing the salaries of the men in the orchestra by 10 
per cent. 

The higher prices are more than justified. Even 
under the new rates, the highest priced seat in the 
parquet will sell for less than $2. performance, which 
is about one-third of what it would cost if the sub 
scribers had to bear the whole expense of the concert. 
But to reduce the pay of the orchestral personnel is 
questionable, both on economic and social grounds. 

It is true, no doubt, that the guarantors of the or- 
chestra are less able to pay the full amount of their 
commitments than they were two years ago. But the 
musicians have also suffered from the depression 
through the loss_of outside jobs in which they sup- 
plemented the meager 23 weeks of employment of- 
fered by the Symphony. To reduce their salaries at 
this time is to make many of them accept what, In 
effect, is less than a decent living wage. 

In the circumstances, it is heartening to note that 
the musicians accepted the reduction without pro- 
test. It would have been much more heartening, 
however, if the guarantors had been the ones to show 
that sacrificial spirit which the situation, ig their 
opinion, seemed to demand. 

One can anly hope that the public will make up to 
those men what they have lost by subscribing for the 
whole capacity of the Odeon, thereby making possi- 
ble a restoration of the original scale of pay. 

WHEN SMOKERS ROLL THEIR OWN. 

An interesting sidelight on the changing habits of 
American smokers is given in the figures on internal 
revenue receipts just issued at Washington. Mainly, 
the figures for the first eight months of the fiscal 
year showed declines as compared with the same 
period last year. Cigarettes, for instance, paid $25.,- 
548,000 less, and cigars $2,158,000 less. In two divi- 
sions, however, there were increases. Manufactured 
tobacco returned $90,000 more and cigarette papers 
$205,000 more. Reading between the digits, it is evi- 
dent that more smokers are rolling their own, and 
fewer are purchasing “tailor-mades.” The depression 
has something to do with this economy, and the im- 
position of cigarette taxes by 13 of the states also 
plays a part in it. With local levies of from 2 to & 
cents a package, in addition to the 6-cent Federal tax, 
it is not surprising that cigarette manufacturers are 
facing*a species of boycott in many sections. The 
cigarette levy is a sales tax, and the revenue shrink- 
age shows how the public, by perfectly legitimate 
means, evades that tax when times are hard or the 
tax presses too heavily. '

Soon or late, of course, this preposterous 
difficulty will have to adjust itself. Either 
the Democrats, victimized once too often, 
will take their courage into their hands 
and expel the Southern Pecksniffs, or the 
party will rock itself to pieces, and a new 
wet party will arise from the wreck.

2. Sinc® the Irish Constitution 
was a people’s .Constit: tion, any- 
thing affecting it belonged to the 
internal sovereignty and was pure- 
ly a domestic matter. 

3. The people had _ declared 
“without ambiguity” their will and 
it in itself was “‘more than suffi- 
cient to make the Government's 
decision final and irrevocable.” 


Desires Friendship. 


“The new Government has no 
desire whatever to be on unfriendly 
terms’ with Great Britain,” the 
Commissioner said. ‘Quite to the 
contrary. But the British Govern- 
ment must: realize that rea: peace 
in Ireland is impossible so long as 
a full representation of the people 
in their Parliament is rendered im- 
possible by a test of this charac- 
ter.”’ 

Meanwhile, De Valera was re- 
affirming his intention to abolish 
the oath and retain Irish land an- 
nuities, 

“We have got a mandate of the 
people and that mandate we intend 
to carry out,’’ he told the Free State 
Senate. “An overwhelming major- 
ity of the people of this country 
want to remove that obstacle to 
permanent peace (the oath).”

he said, explaining, “In Europe 
things move in a certain direction, 
but in Asia this kind of thing may 
boil and simmer and boil up again 
for a long time. 

“It is a very serious affair. It 
has meant a great loss of property 
and population. There is no doubt 
it is one of the actual causes of the 
general depression. 

“France, like the rest of the 
world, would like to see peace, and 
unity, and an orderly government 
come to China. It would be so 
much better for everybody. 

“I like the Chinese people. I 
spent a long time—15 years—in 
China and I have many friends 
there. They are a good type of 
humanity, especially the Cantonese. 
The only trouble is that they are 
always ready to make a fight 
among themselves, but one day 
that may end.” 

The Central Powers seem to be 
“walking in the direction” of eco- 
nomic unity, he said, “but that 
will not be a walk of one day. 
Certainly it is in the right direc- 
tion. I am not saying we should 
have a tariff union, but some kind 
of mutual reciprocal arrangement.” 


Satisfied With Bruening. 

“We are very satisfied to have 
Dr. Bruening in power, and we 
should like to have him stay there 
as long as possible,” he said in 
reply to a question touching 
France's attitude toward the Hit- 
ler candidacy in the recent Ger-~ 
man election. 

“France wants nothing better 
than peace with the world, cer- 
tainly with Germany, for we have 
so much business together. And we 
are making much progress toward 
complete understanding. Certainly 
we have great admiration for Chan- 
cellor Bruening and President von 
Hindenburg.”

Aldermanic Committee Votes to 
Kill. Bill for Cherokee 
Widening Repeal. 


The Streets Committee of the 

| Board of Aldermen today approved 
five proposed street paving jobs to- 
taling $310,870, and recommended 
that nine others, amounting to 
$297,290, be killed because of the 
objection of property. owners to 
special assessments at this time.

to Eighteenth street, and from 
Gravois avenue to Grand boule- 
vard, with a cutoff leading into 
McDonald avenue. The committee 
also agreed not to vote out repeal 
bills for the widening of North 
Florissant avenue, between Palm 
street and Grand boulevard, and of 
West Florissant avenue from Grand 
boulevard to Warne avenue. The 
action of the committee virtually 
assures that these jobs will go for- 
ward. sd 

The bill to repeal the widening 
ordinance for Vandeventer avenue 
from Aldine avenue to Kennerly 
avenue, was laid over with instruc- 
tions to Alderman Schwartz, who 
introduced the repeal measure, to 
appear before the committee and 
state the property owners’ abjec- 
tions to the widening. The section 
in question is the last along North 
Vandeventer avenue to be widened. 

Paving jobs approved include:

EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT 
DEBATED IN HOUSE HEARING 


Organized Women Defend and As- 
sai] Measure Relating to Morals 
of the Sexes. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Or- 
ganized women appesred . before 
the House Judiciary Committee to- 
day and ranged themselv2s on op- 
posite sides of the movement to 
put an equal rights amendment in 
the Constitution. 

All the witnesses were women 
except Representative Ludlow 
(Dem.), Indiana, sponsor of the 
amendment. 

“It is proposed to sponge out of 
our State statutes the monstrous 
falsehood that there should be a 
double standard of morals with le- 
gal escapes for the male delin- 
quent and legal penalties for the 
women who is caught in sin,” said 
Ludlow. 

Mrs. Rebecca Greathouse, As- 
sistant United States Attorney in 
the District of Columbia, criticised 
the Supreme Court, saying it, “in 
its conservative way, alway, inter- 
prets the rights of women under 
the common law of 1788, when the 
Constitution was adopted. We have 
no rights under the Constitution 
except suffrage.’’ 

Mrs. William J. Carson of Phila- 
delphia, of The National League 
of Women Voters, led the opposi- 
tion. She said the legislation was 
unnecessary since undesirable dis- 
criminations not only could be re- 
moved without a Federal amend- 
ment, but were being continually 
so removed.

Discipline 
EW probleme associated with 
the upbringing of children are 


as perplexing to the conscien- 
tious parent as is the promems ol 


of thought and attitude among par- 
ents. 

Some are for. freedom and the 
untrammeled soul of the child. 
Others are strict disciplinarians, 
still believing in the old saying, 
“spare the rod and spoil the 
child.” 

It is easy. but relatively profit- 
less, to set down a list of rules for 
the lazy-minded to follow im deal- 
ing with discipliné problems. Un- 
fortunately, the usefulness of such 
rules is much restricted. 

Rules are-prescribed for specific 
situations and disciplinary situa- 
tions seldom fall into definite pat- 
terns. 

There are so many variable fac- 
tors which must be borne in mind 
when dealing with a child that 
needs discipline. For this reason 


it will profit us better to analyze 


the factors that enter into the 
probiem of discipline. 

The objectives of discipline, Mike 
these of education, are to make out 
of the child a pro-social, effective, 
and if possible, happy individual. 

Discipline and education are 
therefore means to an end and de- 
sirable only in so far as they help 
us to achieve that end. In them- 
selves they are of little or no value. 

The over-disciplined and invari- 
ably obedient child is as undesir- 
able as the wild and uncontrollable 
child. 

In fact, it must be borne in mind 
that the child is entitled to its 
singular viewpoint and that a cer- 
tain amount of resistance to sug- 
gestion and to encroachment upon 
individual thought and feeling is a 
most desirable quality in children 
and in adults. 

Further to appreciate the prob- 
lem of discipline, we must also 
understand the nature of the child. 
The ancient Greeks had a bal- 
anced view on the nature of thé 
child and the discourses of Soc- 
rates on the upbuilding of char. 
acter make constructive reading.
